DETAILED ACTION 



In the pre-amendment, applicant has withdrawn or cancelled claims 1-19 and 30- 
34, but does not mention claim 35. Claim 35 is dependent on a withdrawn claim, so it is 
assumed that applicant intended to cancel or withdraw claim 35. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the limitations "fluid", 
"electrical", "electro-mechanical" and "electromagnetic" (it must be clear in the drawings 
that the system is "electrical" or "electro-mechanical" or "electromagnetic", which is not 
shown in Figures 13 and 14) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claim 24 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 24, the limitations "driven by at least one of fluid, electrical, electro- 
mechanical and electromagnetic power" are alternative and indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 20 - 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Werner. 

Werner discloses an expanding anchor with a resilient expanding device that 
allows the anchor to be expanded and contracted. The anchor is applied through a hole 
bored in a panel member and the resilient member 8 that actuates the expander 9 is a 
spring. 

Claims 20 and 23-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 

Jones. 

Jones also discloses an expanding anchor with an actuating means that allows 
the anchor to be expanded and contracted. The anchor is applied through a hole that is 
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bored in a panel. The specification states that the anchor is actuated by a power tool so 
power driven means are provided to expand and contract the anchor. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 26-29 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 



Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The references to Vollmer et al, Yang and Davis et al disclose 
related anchor devices and are cited to further show the state of the art.
